6lfo  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over  70  years  of  age, 
including  30^  of  persons  over  the  age  of  80  years. 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  considerably  higher  than 
that  for  the  whole  country.  One  of  the  seven  infant  deaths 
was  due  to  congenital  malformation,  the  others  were  all  due 
to  prematurity.

The  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  admitted  to  the  West 
Wales  Isolation  Hospital,  Tumble,  and  eventually  made  a good 
recovery. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Six  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which  5 
were  respiratory.  Two  of  these  were  admitted  to  hospital 
during  the  year.  The  non-respiratory  case  was  one  of 
tuberculous  meningitis  which  died  in  Hospital.

VACCINATION 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  local  doctors,  who  are  paid 
by  the  County  Council  for  notification  of  either  successful 
vaccination,  or  failure  after  the  second  attempt.  Records 
were  received  of  47  Primary  Vaccinations,  and  28  Secondary 
Vaccinations .

This  is  also  carried  out  by  the  local  doctors,  who  are 
paid  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  by  your  Medical  Officer 
of  the  record  cards.
